A cuRtous accident took place in Morrison 
Hitl Road yesterday afternoon, by reason of 
which Wong Shu Lan, a furniture coblie, living 
at No, 13, Star Street, lost his life. .

Ge " Having no residence, hetook lodgings in'a 
j . small hut, where a Chinese family wasliving. 
There he learned the intentions of the natives 
and discovered that they were, blinded with 
hatred against the poor converts, He made 
efforts to appease the people, but in vain, ‘The 
men were decided, at any cost, to destroy 
the Christians, so he then went to his lotging 
and recommended the converts to abstain from 
violence and to be prepared ta give their lives 
as martyrato God. At his lodging he heard 
that he himself was also to be execited.’ In 
the meantime, night came,and every measure 
was taken not to allow the victims to escape, 
At their evening meal, they made prepara- 
tions to execute these poor posple who were 
guilty of no crime than that of being Christians. 
The meal being over, the terrible sound of 
the “tom-tom,” or:gong, was heard accom- 
panied by cries of death and imprecations 
‘azninst the poor victims. Terror invaded the 
whole village withaut a voice of mercy or pity for 
the innocents who had barricaded themselves 
jn their houses. The blood-thirsty gang, armed 
‘with rifles‘ and other weapons, and provided 
with crowbars to brealc in the doors, entered the 
village and breaking into the houses, hacked 
-and wounded all that came in their way. They 
then took with them as prisoners five men who 
were fathers of families. The women and 
children then succeeded in escaping in the dark-
